Chinese artist Jie Ruan, 
recognized by many U.S. and 
Chinese art experts as one of 
the finest contemporary young 
artists from mainland China, is 
currently exhibiting his work in 
the National Bank of Commerce 
Art Gallery at Shelton State 



through Wednesday, November 

24. 

His oil paintings have 
been exhibited in dozens of solo 
and group exhibitions in several 

countries, including China, 
Japan, Hong Kong and the 
United States. Ruan's 
paintings have been published 
in many art journals and have 
received international acclaim 
by many art critics. Ruan's 
original works are in the 
permanent collection of the 
Shanghai Art Museum in 
Shanghai, China, and the 
Pacific Asian Museum in 
Pasadena, California. 

Ruan, who now lives in 
montgomery, AL, graduated 
from the well-known Zhejiang 
Academy of Fine Arts in 1985 
and received a masters of fine 
art in painting from the San 
Francisco Art Institute in 1993. 
He is currently a member of the 
All China Artists Association, the 
Shanghai Artists Association 
and the Oriental Oil Painting 
Research Society under the 
Jiansu International Culture 
Exchange Center. 

The greatest honor of 
Ruan's career came when he 
was appointed to work as a 
professional artist at the 
Shanghai Oil Painting and 

Sculpture Institute, the most 
prestigious art institute in China. 
Founded in 1965, the Research 
Institute assembles the artistic 
elite in China who have received 
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critical acclaim both at home 
and abroad and who have 
proven through their exemplary 
achievements their place in the 
history of contemporary Chinese 
Fine Art. 

Ruan's work received 
the "Work of Excellence" award 

In 1 988 and 1 990 at the Biennial 
Exhibition of Shanghai Young 
Artists. His unique style drew 
international attention with his 
selection as one of the first 
artists requested to participate in 
The First Chinese Art Seminar 
and concurrent exhibition, 
"Chinese Art Meets West," held 
in San Diego in 1991, and in 
Miami, Florida, in 1992.
